American belt and force Taylor 
out of the number one challeng- 
er’s spot. A few days later, Gilbert 
and Flair were at ringside for the

title match between The Night- 
mare and Taylor. 

From the outset of the match, it 
was obvious that Terry would have 
little trouble.

Terry 
dragged him into the ring. As the 
referee tried to break them apart, 
Flair handed The Nightmare a 
weapon that he inserted into his 
mask. With Gilbert ejected from 


Eddie Gilbert, and The 


the ring, The Nightmare simply 
headbutted Terry, knocking him 
senseless, and pinned him. The 
Nightmare got the belt, he and Gil- 
bert split the money, and Flair got 
Taylor out of contention—for the 
moment. I say for the moment only 
because Flair made an agreement 
with The Nightmare that when he 
won the North American belt, he 
would not challenge Flair for the 
title. So, Mid-South officials were 
only too happy to honor this 
agreement and give the upcoming 
shot to the number one contend- 
er—Tenry Taylor! 

Jerry Lawler is fuming. He lost 
his crown! The beautiful jeweled 
headpiece was stolen by Bruiser 
Brody after Lawler was bmutally 
beaten by Brody and Kareem Mu- 
hammad in Memphis.

INTRODUCING 
NICK KINISKI 


Nick Kiniski isn’t intimidated by comparisons between him and 
and his father, Gene, the former NWA World champion. In fact, he 
welcomes them. Because by the time his career is over, he plans 

to be remembered as Gene Kiniski’s superior! 


66 Y DAD ALWAYS thought 

I was stupid. He’d say to 
me, ‘Don’t go into wrestling. When 
they find out you’re Gene Kiniski’s 
son, you have to be just as good as I 
was.’ Well, I told Dad I didn’t want* to 
be just a good as he was. I was going 
to be better!” 

That’s. how it all started for 24-year- 
old Nick Kiniski. Yes, his- father, the 
former NWA _ World heavyweight 
champion, tried to discourage him. He 
should have known better; Gene had 
tried to to discourage Nick’s older 
brother, Kelly, from turning pro a few 
years earlier and he was unsuccessful 
then, too. 

Nick won his first wrestling title as a 
fifth-grader in Blaine, Washington, and 
his interest in the sport never dimin- 
ished, He went on to win the Washing- 
ton State amateur title three years in a 
row while in high school, and he al- 
ways hoped that his amateur training 
would one day lead to a professional 
career. 

‘Dad had always told me how 
tough the sport was,’’ Nick recalls. 
‘He told me I would be on the road 
night after night, and the pace would 
be grueling. He was happy I turned 
down a chance to turn pro and went 
to college instead.” 

Though Nick went to Simon Fraser 
college in Barnaby, British Columbia, - 
on a football and wrestling scholarship, 
he was very serious about his geogra- 
phy major as well. ‘“‘Dad hoped my

studies would make me forget sports.” 

It didn’t. In college, Nick became 
even more determined to become a pro 
wrestler. He came in fifth in the World 
Amateur championships and in 1984 
was chosen as an alternate on the Ca- 
nadian Olympic team. 

Gene Kiniski vividly remembers the 
day his son told him that he had de- 
cided to turn pro. ‘‘Yeah, I remember 
the day,” Gene said. “He came to me 
and told me he was gonna wrestle pro- 
fessionally like Kelly. I knew it was 
bound to happen, so I gave him some 
sound advice. I told him not to forget 
what a good athlete he is and to keep 
his body and mind sound at all times.”’ 

With his brother Kelly at ringside, 
Nick stepped into the ring on January 
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12, 1984, in Hugo, Oklahoma, for his 
pro debut. His opponent was veteran 
Buck “Rock ’n’ Roll’? Zumhofe. 

“Tl was shocked when I got into the 
ring,” Nick. recalls. ‘“‘The fans were 
booing me. It got me real mad, and it 
got Kelly mad, too.”” The match did 
not go well for young Nick. Zumhofe 
had the lead throughout the match, 
and when it finally turned into a pier- 
six brawl, the referee disqualified them 
both. Kelly came charging into the 
ring, and, in true Kiniski style, they 
double-teamed Buck and fled the ring. 

“My brother’s debut was what some 
people might call unsuccessful,” Kelly 
Kiniski said, ‘‘but he made his mark. 
Opponents now realize the Kiniski 
family stands by each other ‘no matter 


what.” 

Kelly and Nick have teamed on oc- 
casion in the World Class area, wres- 
tling fan favorites and rulebreakers 
alike. Nick has also traveled west to 
wrestle for Lone Star Sports Promo- 
tions in San Antonio. 

“J wrestled a few matches against 
some rulebreaker and the fans really 
took to me,” Kelly says. “Soon I be- 
came good friends with ‘Lightning’ 
Paul Diamond and we decided to 
team. As you know, my dad’s nick- 
name was ‘Big Thunder,’ so I kinda 
stole abit from him, and Paul and I 
are now billed as ‘Lightning and 
Thunder.’”’ 

The team scored its most impressive 
victory when it defeated The Wild 
Maoris, current Lone Star Promotions 
tag team champions, in a non-title af- 
fair. ‘‘Now they have to give us a title 
match,’”’ Nick says. ‘“We’re ready.” 

How much potential does young 
Nick Kiniski have? Remember, he says 
he wants to be better than his father, 
and Gene Kiniski held the NWA title 
for more than three years. ‘“Can Nick 
Kiniski be as good as his old man 
was?’’ Gene asks. ‘Well, right now it’s 
a little too early to tell. He does have 
that Kiniski fire though. He can brawl 
with the best of them. I think one 
problem with him is that he loses his 
temper just a bit too fast. I made that 
mistake and it cost me quite a few 
matches early in my career. 

“But he’s young yet. In time, he’ll 
learn tricks of the trade, and he’ll learn 
that there are ways to accomplish 
things without ever having to lose your 
temper.” 

By saying that, Gene is implying 
that his son will learn how to bend the 
rules without the referee knowing it. 
At this point, though, it is unclear 
whether Nick Kiniski will pursue his 
goals as a fan favorite or a rulebreak- 
er. “I don’t like labels like that,’’ he 
said. “‘I wrestle to win, and that’s it, If 
the fans want to cheer me, fine, I ap- 
preciate it. But if not, that’s okay, too.

Having his head shaved by the Von Erichs stripped Gary Hart of 
his pride, not to mention his hair. He has vowed that his weighty 
charge, One Man Gang, will even the score 


E’VE ALL HEARD of the old 

perscription for justice ‘‘an eye 
for an eye,”’ but ever since Gary Hart 
was scalped by the Von Erichs, a new 
cry for revenge has echoed throughout 
World Class arenas. 

While a “‘follicle for a follicle’ 
might not have the same ring to it as 
the biblical homily, that has neverthe- 
less been Hart’s theme song ever: since 
Kerry Von Erich defeated One Man 
Gang and earned the right to turn 
Gary Hart into Telly Savalas. 

The match took place on David Von 
Erich’s Memorial Parade of Champi- 
ons—a card of wrestling fast gaining a 
reputation as featuring the strangest 
and most exciting matches of the year. 
This year’s card saw a 12-man tag 
team match end in the shattering of 
the windshield of a 1986 Lincoln Con- 
tinental; a championship tag team 
match end in controversy in two rings; 
and an NWA championship bout con- 
tinue long after the bell had rung to 
end it.

activities. Handcuffed together at ring- 
side were Fritz Von Erich and Gary 
Hart, awaiting their own fates as well 
as the fates of their wrestlers. If One 
Man Gang won the match, then he 
and Gary Hart would get five minutes 
in the ring with the retired Fritz Von 
Erich. If Kerry came out the winner, 
then Hart would have to submit to the 
barber who couldn’t say when. 

The match pitted a curious mixture 
of wrestling opposites—Kerry’s 
strength and mobility against One Man 
Gang’s immense mass and bulk, and 
for a while it appeared as if this battle 
of the immovable object vs. the 
irresistible force would end in an un- 
eventful draw. Neither man seemed 
able to crack the other’s style. 

Suddenly, Kerry slipped out of a 
hold, came up from behind One Man 
Gang, and to the surprise of the crowd 
and the amazement of OMG, grabbed 
the big man in the bodyslam position. 
But before he could hoist OMG off 
the ground, Hart slipped his hand into 
the ring and tripped Von Erich up. 
Fritz took-this as his cue and started to 
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Fritz Von Erich and Gary Hart stayed handcuffed to each other throughout the match. Fritz, who had/a 
lot more to lose than just his hair, appears to be the more nervous of the two (above).

Meanwhile, One Man Gang had 
mounted the ropes in preparation 
for his big splash (which, if delivered, 
would certainly have spelt the end for 
Kerry Von Erich) when Fritz reached 
in and tripped him. Kerry wasted no 
time in rolling Gang up for the pin, 
confirming Hart’s appointment with an 
unfriendly set of shears. 

As One Man Gang watched help- 
lessly, handcuffed to the ringpost, the 
entire Von Erich family’ gleefully 
accompianied Hart into the center of 
the ring where he was given a cut and 
spit polish to the rowdy cheers of the 
fans. 

The bald jokes were inevitable. 

Observed Kerry Von Erich at the 
time,“‘Now if he goes out in the sun, 
everybody else’ll have to wear sunglass- 
es to protect’ against the reflection.” 

To which brother Mike added, “His 
head was was so dull anyway. I think 
Kerry did him a favor. Now he could 
plant tomatoes or apples up there. It’d 


look better and be much more 
functional.” 

While Kevin Von Erich’s two cents 
amounted to, “‘With or without hair, 
Hart still has nothing between his ears. 
He’s such a weasel that he actually 
looks better with a dome.” 

The joke, as one might expect, is 
lost on Gary Hart. He responded to’ 
the Von Erich taunts with these words: 
“So, Kerry Von Erich thinks every- 
thing is a big joke, doesn’t he? His 
daddy trips my man to win a match 
and then he’s joined in the ring by his 
other two grotesque brothers. How 
nice! How family-like! All the young 
girls screaming Kerry! Kerry! 

“J have news for you Kerry Von 
Erich. You’re a big hulking stud when 
you’re surrounded by your entire fam- 
ily and all your fans. But on your own 
you’re nothing. Do you think you'll 
survive the effects of the big splash 
without your father there to help you? 
Not likely, Von Erich, not likely at all. 

“You like your hair, don’t you,

Kerry? You think you look real nice 
with that long mane down past your 
shoulders. One Man Gang will see to it 
that your hair will soon be in a plastic 
bag that I will display from one end of 
Texas to another. My pain and humili- 
ation will be nothing compared to 
what you will go through.” 

Hart has gone so far as to commis- 
sion One Man Gang to concentrate on. 
nothing else but obtaining the scalp of 
Kerry Von Erich. Rumor has it that 
Hart will pay One Man Gang an extra 
$25,000 beyond his regular salary if the 
big man can come up with Kerry’s 
locks. The obsessive Gary Hart once 
again surfaces. 

*7’m not obsessive,’’ Hart said. “It 
gets to the point where you get sick of 
the name Von Erich.

HEN RICK MORTON and 
Robert Gibson did __ their 
thing—that is when they flew about 
and throughout their opponents like 
ice dancers around statues—they 
moved with such an_ other-wordly 
grace that it cast serious doubts as 
to who possessed their souls. Truly, 
these men were firing rockets while 
other wrestlers wore lead boots. 
To call them a tag team seemed 
an unfair categorization. Other tag 
teams had to plan strategy, execute 
tags, and anticipate each other's 
moves. Ricky Morton and Robert 
Gibson became one person in the 
ring: No sooner would Morton look 
to tag off than Gibson would be 
hurtling over the ropes. Their team- 
work was uncanny; so natural and 
effortless was their sense of com- 
munication that several wrestlers 
accused them of implanting tiny 
microphones in their skulls so they 
could read each other's thoughts. 
Of course such accusations were 
ridiculous, but they demonstrated 
the enormous respect that other 
teams had for The Rock 'n’ Roll 
Express. Carrying only 453 pounds 
between them, Gibson and Morton

whose potential could be measured 
in the endless cheers that they re- 
ceived from the crowd. 

They say opposites, attract, al- 
though the saying probably wasn’t 
intended for this type of situation. 
Ted DiBiase and Steve Williams are 
as opposite of Rogers and Morton 
as four wrestlers can be. Relying on 
rulebreaking tactics, brute strength 
and a sadistic streak measured in 
yards, DiBiase and Williams don’t 
so much defeat their opponents as 
they do annihilate them. Their ap- 
proach to wrestling is so far re- 
moved from that of the Rock 'n’ 
Rolls that they seem to be engaged 
in two different sports—and that 
difference finally came to conflict 
recently when DiBiase and Williams 
met Rogers and Morton for the 
Mid-South tag team title. 

Again outweighed by almost a 


hundred pounds, Morton and Gib- 
son seemed unconcerned before 
the match. Said Morton, ‘‘We’ve 
wrestled men like them before. We 
know what to expect. Bobby and | 
are ready for any kind of action. 
There are many ways to turn a rule- 
breaker’s ways against him—be- 
lieve me, we’re experts at it. DiBi- 
ase and Williams are in for a long 
night.”’ 

Perhaps so, but unfortunately for 
The Rock ’n’ Roll Express, the 
night wasn’t long enough for them, 
as, in a systematically barbaric dis- 
play of wrestling cannibalism, Mor- 
ton and Rogers were eaten alive by 
the Williams-DiBiase duo. 

Morton and Gibson were stymied 
everywhere they turned: Their drop- 
kicks were anticipated and met 
with groin kicks; their forearms

phenomenon like Hulk Hogan 
in the history of wrestling. Although 
the sport has produced some 
famous athletes—Gorgeous 
George, Antonino Rocca, Lou 
Thesz, and Bruno Sammartino, just . 
to name a few—no one has ever 
burst upon the American scene the 
way Hulk Hogan has.

A little biography. Hulk Hogan’s 
real name is Terry Bollea, and 
before becoming Hulk Hogan, he 
wrestled under two different 
names, Terry Boulder and Sterling 
Golden. For most of his career, 
Hogan has been a rulebreaker, 
although he has been a fan favorite 
for the past 24 years. 

Some of the early photos of 
Hogan look laughable today. Who 
is that young man with his chest 
hair shaved to look like a 
mushroom cloud? Yes, it’s Hulk 
Hogan all right. 

Relive again the formative years

In other words, the smart mon- 
ey says that this is one feud that 
might be temporarily halted, but it 
has.no end in sight. The driving 
force behind the Lawler-Savage 
wars is not money, nor is it a 
championship, although both are 
fighting hard for the Mid-Southern 
belt. These men are not fighting 
for some intangible, like prestige 
or glory or fame. Savage and 
Lawler are beating the hell out of 
each other because of hate, pure 


and simple. And the hate runs so 
deep that many wrestling observ- 
ers wish Savage would leave the 
area.

“I’m all for a good, healthy, no- 
holds-barred feud,’ noted ‘Brock. 
“They make good copy and are 
very exciting, but this thing is dif- 
ferent. This one cannot end until 
one of these guys ends up as 
worm food. Put as much distance 
as possible between Lawler and

Savage. There’s too much fire 
there right now.” 

What Matt Brock didn’t realize 
at the time was how true his 
words really: were. In a recent 
match in Memphis, Lawler pulled 
a trick from deep within his arse- 
nal, and tossed a fireball at Sav- 
age. Savage reacted as one 
might expect a savage to react 
toward fire: He went berserk. He 
picked up the steps leading to the 
ring and smashed them over 
Lawler’s head. Savage then

dragged Lawler around to the oth- 
er side and flung his head into 
the press table. Although his right 
eye was practically closed, Lawler 
summoned the strength to bang 
Savage’s head into the ringpost. 
He then threw Savage into a steel 
aisle marker, opening up Sav- 
age’s head completely. 

Blinded by his own blood, Sav- 
age flailed away wildly and con- 
nected with Lawler’s head. Both 
men rolled around the floor, while

It is 
a behind-the-scenes look at the most important—and 
respected—ratings system in the sport. This column is vital 
reading for all wrestling fans. 


Today the WWF, tomorrow the world?: Several issues 
ago, we asked fans to write in to let us know, whether 
WWF champion Hulk Hogan should be recognized as 
the third World champion, along with NWA champion 
Ric Flair and AWA titleholder Rick Martel. Well, the mail 
is coming in heavy, and we 

expect to let you know what 
our verdict is in an upcom- 
ing issue. 
Thus far, the mail has 
~ been running about 60 per- 
cent in favor of calling Ho- 
gan’s title a World title. Here 
are some excerpts, both pro 
and con: 
Calvin Hayden, Bronx: “| 
have always felt that the 
WWF title should be recog- 
nized as a World title. | 
Hulk Hogan think the staff of The Wfes- 
tler and the other.magazines have made a very bad error 
in judgment.” 

Mike Facciani, Johnstown, Pennsylvania: ‘‘\t’s absolutely 
ridiculous for your mags not to recognize Hulk Hogan as 
a World champion. This situation should be remedied 
immediately. The .WWF is undoubtedly the dominant 
force in wrestling now.” : 

Scott Hendrickson, Hancock, Michigan: “My answer is 
a definite no. Hulk Hogan only wrestles rulebreakers, and 
you stated in your ratings analysis that he wrestles the 
same guys over and over. Second, his involvement in 


‘rock ‘n’ roll’ with Cyndi Lauper and with Mr. T is a joke. 


Keep your rating of the WWF champion the way it is.” 

Lisa Hushfield, New Orleans: “The WWF wrestlers and 
promoters are treating wrestling as a joke, a three-ring 
circus. All the ‘good guys’ and the ‘bad guys’ can get 
together for a video [Cyndi Lauper’s Goonies]. The WWF 
wrestlers and promoters have to show a lot more class 
before they can be considered up there with the NWA 
and the AWA.” 

Joseph Tama, Keansburg, New Jersey: “| feel that Hulk 
Hogan should be considered a World champion. His title 
defenses have been grueling matches and very hard 


fought and hard won, just as much as Flair’s and Martel’s. _ 


He has made his mark on the WWF since he won his 
belt.” 

As we said, the mail is still flooding our offices, so if 
you haven't told us what you, think yet, do so today. 


Love him or hate him: As befits a man who must defend 

his title in many different areas, Ric Flair is loved by some 

fans and hated by others. 

A few examples: Flair has 

the support of the fans 

when he wrestles against 

men like Nikita Koloff, 

who is despised in this 

country. But when Flair 

% climbs into the ring 

against someone like 

Magnum T.A. or Kerry 

Von Erich, the NWA king 

really hears the boos 

from the crowd, All this 

makes it very hard for us 

to know whether Flair 

Ric Flair should be included in 

our “Most Hated” category or our “Most Popular.” Our 

own surveys indicate that Ric Flair has enough support to 
be included in both categories. 

All of this doesn’t seem to bother Ric Flair.”‘As long as 
I’m rated number one in the ‘Top 10,’ | don’t care wheth- 
er I’m loved or hated,” says the NWA champion. “I 
wrestle the same way against all of my opponents. And | 
won't allow anyone to hype me into being some sort of a 
cartoon-character hero. I’m Ric Flair, the best wrestler in 
the ‘world. That’s enough for me.”

es to the head—DiBiase and Wil- 
liams had obviously done their 
homework. Now, their sense of tim- 
ing seemed uncanny. The two 
worked together as if they had been 
teaming for years, rather than for 
the actual two months. 

Many might reject their style but 
none can argue with the result: Ted 
DiBiase and Steve Williams are the 
new Mid-South tag team champs. 
DiBiase spoke about the win with 
his usual lack of respect, ‘‘Who’d 
we beat? A couple of kids? You call 
them wrestlers, | call them tod- 
dlers. They need a mother’s helper 
to watch out for them.”’ 

Williams added his own insult to 
injury: “‘l’ve had tougher fights 
against my 10-year-old nephew. At 
least he knows how to fight.’’ 

The match was not as one-sided 
as DiBiase and Williams described 
it. Morton and Gibson occasionally 
controlled the action but could not 
mount a sustained offensive. And 
for possibly the first time in their 
careers, they appeared to be physi- 
cally overmatched. 

The problem is not in the loss, 


which is inevitable for every wres- 
tler (with the possible exception of 
Andre the Giant). The problem 
rather is in the way Morton and 
Gibson are handling the defeat. 

The loss of the match, of the 
belts, of the prestige of being 
champions, and the sense that they 
somehow let their fans down have 
affected Morton and Gibson in an 
unusual way. In subsequent match- 
es following the title loss, they've 
appeared listless, lacking their usu- 
al spring and excitability. Rather 
than hungering for a rematch, Mor- 
ton and Gibson seem to be avoid- 
ing DiBiase. and Williams. 

Can the music be over? Is this 
the end of one of wrestling’s most 
popular duos? Gordon Solie offers 
this observation: ‘‘Gibson and Mor- 
ton are young and talented. They’ve 
gulped success but never tasted 
real defeat. This was definitely the 
biggest loss of their careers. You 
can’t expect them to rebound in- 
stantly. It'll take them some time 
to absorb the impact of the loss 
and learn that defeat is part of the 
game.
